URGED BY FATHER, MAN ADMITS 
ROBBING MAIL BOXES. — 


Gives Name of Henry Schmidt to Post- 
office Inspectof Stuart, but Refuses 
te Divulge His Place of Residence 
er the Identity of His Parents—Ex- 
tracted Letters with His Fingers— 
Fear of Disinheritanace Causes Him 


te Disclose His Thefts. 


Because his father demanded that he give 
himself up to justice a youngaman who gave 
his name as Henry Schmidt surrendered to 
Postoffice Inspector Stuart yesterday and 
confessed to robbing mail boxes for several 
months past. Stating that he did not wish to 
disgrace his family, the voluntary prisoner 
refused to give his real name or to reveal 
where his parents reside. He was locked up 
at the Central Police Station and will be 
given a hearing before Commissioner Hum- 
phrey this morning. 

About the middie of the afternoon Schmidt 
walked into the Postoffice and called for Col- 
onel Stuart. Upon Chief Clerk Germer ask- 
ing him what business he had with the In- 
spector Schmidt replied: 


Extracted Mail with Fingers. 
Germer was astounded and thought the 
man demented. Finally he took him to In- 
spector Stuart's office, and there the young 
man told his story. He said he had been 
robbing mail boxes in Wabash avenue, be- 
tween Randolph and Twelfth streets, for 
months. Most of the ietters he had secured 
r the boxes had become so full they 

d be extracted with the fingers. 

A friend one night recognized him while 
he was engaged in rifling the boxes and in- 
formede@his father. The father came imme- 
diately to his son and told him that he 
must return all the property to its rightful 
owners. This Schmidt could not do, as he 
had destroyed everything except what was 
of value. Then his father decided that the 
son must confess to the Postoffice inspector 
and atone for his offense. 

Such a course would involve the family in 
disgrace, and for this reason Schmidt will 
gay nothing about his parents or where he 
lives. He says that if he had not come to 
the inspector his father would have dis- 
owned and disinherited him. He intimated 
that the heritagé will be a large one, as he 
has wealthy relatives in Germany, and rath- 
er than face disinheritance he decided to 
obey his father’s orders. He also fears that 
if his identity is disclosed and the family is 
disgraced his father will disinherit him re- 
gardiess of the fact that he has sacrificed 
himself to the law. 

Colonel Stuart and the other inspectors in 
the office questioned the man closely, but he

I have ob- — 
served with satisfaction that your Majesty is 
anxious to expiate according to the custom. and precept 
of your religion the shameful murder of my Minister, 
‘which set at naught all civilization, yet, as the Ger- 
man Emperor and a Christian, I cannot regard that 
abominable crime as atoned for by a libation. Be- 
sides my murdered Minister, there have gone before 
the throne of God a large number of our brethren 


en and children, who, for the sake of their faith, 
which is also mine, have died the violent death of 
| martyrs, and are accusers of your Majesty. Do the 
libations commanded by your Majesty suffice for all 


“TI do not make your Majesty personally responsi- 
ble for the outrage against the legations, which are 
held inviolate among all nations, nor for the grievous wrongs done 80 many 
nations and faiths, and to the subjects of your Majesty of my Christian belief. 
But the advisers of your Majesty’s throne and the officials on whose heads rests 
the blood-guilt of a crime which fills all Christian nations with horror, must 
expiate their abominable deed. When your Majesty brings them to the punish- 
ment they have deserved, that I will regard as an expiation which will satisfy 


to that end the support of all the injured nations, I, for my part, declare myself 


my General, Field Marshal von Waldersee, will be instructed not only passe 
jase Majesty with the honors due your rank, but he will also afford:your Majesty — 
the military protection you may desire and which you may need against the rebels.

BRR SUGAR BOUNTY VOID 


MICHIGAN SUPREME COURT 
KNOCKS ouT STATE LAW. 


Handed Down De- 


Revenue of $800,000 to Factories 
—Interests Involved Estimated to 
Be Worth $4,000,000—Factory Own- 

ers Will Fight Decision. 

Lansing, Mich., Oct. 

Supreme Court this afternoon, in a unani- 

mous opinion written by Justice Long, de- 

clared the beet sugar bounty: ‘law of 1897 

unconstitutional. The bounty law called 

for one cent a pound, and some $300,000 was 
due the nine companies operating in Mich- 
igan. The capital invested is $4,000,000. 
Suit was brought by the Michigan Sugar 
company of Bay City asking for a manda- 
mus to compel the Auditors to pay to the 
company the bounty due. This was denied, 
the court holding that there is no power 
in the State to authorize a tax for private 
purposes. The opinion says that the taxa- 
tion under discussion is for no such public 
purpose that it can be upheld. . 
The court also says: .. 


Part of Court’s Opinion. : 


*“‘What may have brought about the 
passage of the act of 1897 we need not dis- 


| cuss, the only question being whether it 


is within the legislative power. It is void 
whether it comes within any of the express 
provisions of the constitution or not, it is 
not a law, but an act which attempts to 
take the property of one citizen and turn 
it over to another, to compel one class 
to donate a part of its property to another. 
Under the express terms of the conatitu- 
tion private property cannot be taken for 
private use, even with compensation, with- 
out the owner's consent, nor can it be taken 
for public use without just compensation. 
There is no claim here nor can any be 
made that these taxes thus imposed under 
the act are for any public use nor could 
the State itself carry on such a busiriess.”’

about 10 minutes. The woman's screams 


were heard by Bob Nichols, a negro who was 

passing along the road at the time. He ran 

to the house in time to see the negro escape. 
Farmers Respond to Call. 

As soon as Mrs. Harrington was restored 
to consciousness Nichols gave tke alarm. 
All the stores at Eclectic were instantly 
closed; the granneries and saw-mills shut 
down; the people left their wagons in the 
road and their plows in the field, and gath- 
ered for a pursuit of the negro. . 

The crowd divided, some scouring the 
woods near the scene of the crime and others 
going to the penitentiary for bloodhounds. 
The dogs were not brought to the scene until 
nearly dark. They were taken to where the 
negro’s tracks disappeared and an exciting‘ 
chase ensued. The dogs stopped finally ata 
tree in front of Odion’s store on the north 
outskirts of Eclectic. 

The crowd coming up soon discovered the 
negro sitting on a limb. He was brought 
down: at once and taken to the scene of his 
crime. There he was confronted by his 
victim, who positively identified him. Word 
was sent to the other searching parties that 
the negro had been found, and about 11 
o'clock a crowd of several hundred was in the 
little village. The negro was taken to the 
edge of the village and preparations for his 
death were quickly made.

Then a halt was called and the manner of 
death discussed by the mob. A vote was 
taken. and the balloting showed a majority 
of the crowd to favor death at the stake. 
The stake Was prepared and the negro was 
bound to it with chains. Pine knots were 
piled about him and the flames were started 
by the husband of Townsend’s victim. As 
they leaped to the negro’s flesh he uttered 
wild cries for mercy and help. The crowd 
looked on deaf ® his cries, and in an hour 
the negro was reduced to ashes. 

Townsend, before being bound, -confessed 
the crime and said he was also implicated 
with Alex. Floyd, his uncle, who was hanged 
two weeks ago for an attempted assault on 
Miss Kate Pearson. He said he and Floyd 
had planned for other crimes of like char- 
acter.

MELBOURNE, Oct. 2.-—IJt is announced 
federated Australia. 


’Melbourne, in being chosen as the capital 
of the new Commonwealth of Australia, 
becomes the seat of government of the six 
States of New South Wales, Queensland, 
South Australia, Tasmania, Victoria, and 
Western Australia, which were finally con- 
federated by a vote of their peoples last 
year, eight years after a constitution for 
the consolidated colonies had been agreed 


upon. 

The area how to be governed from Mel- 
bourne is 2,973,076 miles, and the population 
of the commonwealth is 3,625,270. 

The constitution, ratified last year, resem- 
bles that of the United States and in some 
respects that of Canada. 

The debts of the different States are as- 
sumed by the commonwealth, which re- 
serves the sole right to levy general taxes. 
Melbourne is the capital of Victoria and 
has a population, inclusive of suburbs, of 
500,000. it has a good harbor and many 
modern improvements.

FIND VALVES ON WATER PIPES. 


Mains Thought to Run Into Swift’s 
Gluehouse Stop Outside and Are 
Securely Closed. 


. 


The stripping of the water mains in the 
investigation of the alleged water steal was 
rapidly pushed into the heart of the Stock- 
Yards yesterday. The ten-inch branch pipe 
which was discovered leading from a main 
pipe toward Swift & Co.’s property was 
found to end at each side in a valve at the 
street line. The south end of the branch 
pipe ran twelve feet from the main in Forty- 
second street, and the valve which closed it 
was discovered three feet from Swift's glue- 
house. The north branch ended twenty- 
eight feet away in a valve which was six 
feet from the tannery owned by the same 
company. In each casé™the pipe did not 
cross the property line, and Assistant City 
Engineer Northway said that the conduit 
might be the remains of the system of the 
old Town of Lake’s water supply. The 
valves were rusted and showed no traces of 
former connections with any additional 


pipes. 

The work of excavation was pushed 300 
feet further. east in Forty-second street 
and ended at night a block east of Lafiin 
street beside Nelson Morris’ wholesale mar- 
ket. 
Swift’s new power-house, but their identifi- 
cation was left till today. The company’s 
employés stated that one was a sewer pipe 
and the other a main from a fire plug. 

City E Ericson has undertaken the 
stripping of the mains throughout the Stock- 
Yards, and Assistant ‘Engineer Northway 
has been detailed to make a complete plat of 
them.

Township Consolidation. 

Alderman Alling made a strong plea for 
township consolidation, treating the ques- 
tion from the standpoint of the tax inter- 
ests. He had a chart showing how the 
sixteen different taxing bodies cover Chi- 
cago and Cook County. He ridiculed a 
system which placed Lincéln Park under 
the rule of one town officer and separated 
the three park systems. 

The Alderman popularized himself at once 
when he said: “The women of this city 
have done as much to influence legislation 
in the last five years, without the power of 
the ballot, as the men have.”” He rehearsed 
the scenes at the South Town meeting last 
spring to illustrate how impossible it is to 
conduct the affairs of a city by township 
government. He showed how impractical 
the justice court system is and how expen- 
sive the manifold taxing system.

ADAM LIPO, ROBBED OF $96, MOANS 
HISLIFEAWAY. 


Deprived of the Savings of a bitccme, 
the Aged Man Grows Despondent 
and Refuses to Leave His Room— 
Found Dying by a Policeman, He Ex- 
pires Before Physician Can Be Called 
—fwo Five-Cent Pieces His Sole Pos- 
sessions at Time of Death. — 


Grief over*the loss of $98, all his savings, 
caused the death of Adam Lipo, 9 Clark 
street, yesterday. At the end of 6 years his 
hard toil and scant living had enabled him 


to collect thé money intoa little hoard. It | 


was stolen from him last week. Grief and 
despondency caused him to lose courage. 
He abandoned the work by which he had 
made a precarious living, and yesterday he 
was found dead sitting in his. small bare 
room. 

The persistency with which he had clung 
to his room during the last week alarmed 
his landlady, and she called Policeman John 
Wilson of the Central Detail. He entered 
the room and found Lipo sitting on his bed 
with the. traces of tears on his face. He 
asked the trouble, and, getting no response, 
went for a physician. When he returned 
Lipo was sitting in the same position ex- 
cept that his head had fallen forward. 

“ Cheer up, old san,” sald the policeman, 
“here's the doctor.” 

Lipo did not answer, and an examination 
showed that he was dead. 

Lipo was known to carry his small hoard 
with him at all times. An examination of 
his room proved he had but two five-cent 
| pleces and 380 shares of stock in the Gold 
Star Mining ‘company of Illinois in addi- 
tion to the sum which he lost. This was 
stolen from him last week in Randolph 
street, near Clark street. He went home 
to his small room at 9 Clark street and did 
not leave it again. He passed the time 
moaning and crying. When his landlady 
noticed his behavior and asked the cause 
he told her that some one had brushed 
against him and that when he looked for his 
purse it was gone.
